BALMACEDA SEIZES SILVER. 


Sends a Million to England }.wam 


For Supplies, 


The Battle Now Waging May 
Settle the War. 


Silver Setzed ia Saniiageo. 
By Cable and Associated Press. | 


Lonpon, Aug. 24.—A dispatch to 
the Times, published to-day from 
Buenos Ayres, confirme the informa- 


tion contained in a letter from Lisbon, 


te the effect that President Balmaceda 
of Chili sent a million dollars in silver 
to Montevideo for shipment to Europe, 
thanks to the good officer of the Brit- 
ish warship Eapiegel. President Bal- 


maceda, according to the story, being, 


unable to borrow money, seized the 
silver bullion in the treasury at San- 
tiago De Chili, which was stored there 
as security for fiduciary circulation, in 
order to be able to pay sums due to 
European contractors, who have been 
supplying him with ships, arms and 
ammunition. The writer of this com- 
mucication added: Balmaceda, be- 
ing unable to hire a private vessel to 
transport the silver to Montevideo, 
from where it was to be transferred to 
Europe, managed to persuade the com- 
mander of the H. M. 8. Espiegel to 
convey the silver to Montevideo, 
where the money was landed August 
15th. 
The Nimes, in commenting upon 
this Jetter, said it nas confident the 
commander oi the Espiegel took this 
step without the consent of the British 
admiralty. It seemed that the British 
war ship was made an accomplice to 
a downright robbery. The Times 
said the matter demanded full and 


prompt investigation.

An Ital- 
ian working in the ruins was seen to 
take something from the body of the 
victim. A silver watch was found 
upon him, which he admitted taking. 
The police took him to the station and 
he narrowly escaped lynching ; he was 
held for trial. 

At the morgue there is a constant 
stream looking for their friends or rel- 
atives among the dead. A sickening 
odor from the burned bodies prevades 
the atmosphere. Itis now thought 
that the faulty construction of the 
building was the cause of the accident. 

By noon two more bodies were 
found. So far only the edge of the 
ruins have been searched. The fire- 
men believe at least fifty bodies are 
still under the debris. It is thought 
by to-morrow afternoon al! the bodies 
will be recovered. 

Six more bodies were found in the 
ruins at 3 o’clock, five of which were 
women or girls and one that of a boy. 
Three were identified by friends. 

District Attorney Nichols is consid- 
ering the question of indicting the per- 
son or persons responsible for the dis- 
aster.

It is somewhat strange that 
while the women of Reno are all 
of a friendly disposition and never 
have a quarrel ora word to say 
against each other, the men are 4 
perfect set of wranglers, Perhaps 
it is because of their enormous en- 
ergy and activity, which will not 
permit them to be quiet and has no 
better means of employment. It 
seems as though we might use our 
fighting qualities to better pur- 
pose than tearing each other to 
pieces, and that by working to 
overcome the forces of nature and 
encourage worthy efforte, we 
might receive great benefite. 

Organization is everything in all 
kinds of business, and we have. 
been turned to this subject bya 
paper handed into the office by a 
neighbor, who received it from 
Wm. Goeggel of Woodland. Itis 
the constitution of the “ Woodland 
Business Men's, Association,” which 


bas done much to build that city ung 


up. It is to-day one of the richest 
cities in the world in proportion to 
its population, as shown by the 
census, It has no advantages over 
Reno, but its citizens have all pulled 
together and helped anything that 
would help the town. Meetings 
are held twice a month in summer 
and once in winter, and any reput- 
able citizen becomes a member by 
a fee of two and a half dollars and 
dues of fifty cents a month, and a 
two-thirds vote. 

The aims and purposes of the 
association are to foster and ad- 
vance the material interests of 
Woodland by increasing and ex- 
tending its trade; by attracting 
thitherward and encouraging new 
enterprises; by promoting among 
the people of the community a 
spirit of progress ; by inaugurating 
and ‘championing public improve- 
ments; by looking after the sani- 
tary welfare of the city; by using 
proper methods to draw to it a 
desirable increase in population, 
and in everything that offers an op- 
portunity to aid in sustaining the 
good name of Woodland at home 
and abroad. 

There are many ways in which 
such an institution would help 
Reno, and we would be giad to 
give our assistance towards its 
formation.

A Fertile Land. 


The Elko Independent says: 
“Myron Pixley, who owns a fine 
rauch in Lamoille Valley, informed 
the Independent yesterday that he 
was cutting his second crop of al- 
falfa for the season, and that it 
would average at least two tons to 
the acre. Just twenty days from 
the time he commenced haying his 
machines started over the same 
ground cutting the second crop, so 
that the yield of two tons to the 
acre is the growth of the alfalfa 
for twenty days. When we take

In 1889, says the New York Sun, Na- 
hatta, the son of a wealthy Jain of 
Moorshedabad, decided to visit Europe 
with two Jain comrades. At Bombay 
some Jains tried unsuccessfully to dis- 
suade them. Soon after their start 
their offense was alleged to have oc 
curred—namely, they lost their caste by 


2 taking European food with Europeans. 


On their return home they found a 
large section of the Jain community op- 
posed to their being readmitted to their 
caste. In the course of the dispute, 
which seems to have split the Jains of 
Moorshedabad into two parties—one 
Chutterputand some others published a 
pamphlet setting out the alleged enor- 
mities of which the young men had 
been guilty and arguing against their 
purification and readmission to the 
caste. Thereupon Chutterput and oth- 
ers were prosecuted for a criminal libel, 
and the whole question at issue was 
whether the religious or caste customs 
of the Jains had been violated by Na- 
hatta and his friends or not. The judge 
described the Jain community as one of 
great antiquity, dating back to 8 
or 9 A. D., while their strictness 
in regard to food, he Said. 
amounted to fanaticism. 
himself said that he would object to 
take rice at a table where Europeans 
ate meat, or to eat végetables cooked 
or served by Europeans or Moham- 
medans. He contended that while on 
board the steamer he ate nothin: but 
vegetable food (in this he was corrob- 
orated by the captain) cooked in his 
own utensils and on a stove of his own. 
He averred that he took his own rice, on 
which he lived between Bombay and 
London, and that while in Europe he 
lived on vegetable food cooked by him- 
self. But the evidence against the 
man was pretty strong. While 
in India they seem to have been 
watched at railway refreshment-rooms 
and at hotels, and were seen to eat 
eggs and other forbidden food; on 
board the steamer it was proved they 
ate ut the ordinary table, though they 
Au not partake of meat; and a waiter 
ata boarding house in Woburn place 
gave evidence to the same effect as to 
their stay in London. It appears that 
after their return the relatives of the 
young men, though not excluding them 
from their houses, refused to eat 
with them, and that subsequently one 
meeting of the Jains exculpated them, 
while another condemned them. It 
was also shown that a resolution 
signed by six hundred Jains was 
passed, declaring the young men them- 
selves and all who should eat with them 
outeast. The jury gave a verdict for 
the defendants, on the grounds that the 
statements in the pamphlet were made 
honestly and with a belief in their 
truth, and that the defendauts had suf- 
ficient interest in the subject to justify 
them in publishing the facts.

On coming to the meadows in White’s 


canyon, the camping ground was 80 
desirable and the fishing eo good, the 
tents were pitched and the day spent 
on the camping grounds. 
Early next morning the following 
started for the summit: Mies laura 
Brown, Charles Brown, the Misses 
Harden, Lee Harden, James Good, 
Thomas Sadler, the Misses Wright, 
William Wright and James Wright. 
The members of the party rode and 
walked alternately from the camping 
ground to the tree line, where the 


saddle horses were tied. From there flictin 


the ascent was slow, the incline being 
very steep and the air exceedingly 
rare.

POISON. 


The Devilish Work of a Chinese 
Ceek at Sadler's BRanch. 

The Eureka Sentinel of Saturday 
says: Five men employed on R. Sad- 
ler’s ranch, at Sulphur Station, this 
county, narrowly escaped death by 
poison on Tuesday night last. They 
were George Woods and four others 
whose names were not given us. 
Arsenic in large quantities had been 
put in the sugar. After eating the 
sugar nausea set in, and Woods ran to 
the door to relieve himself by vomiting. 


There were two puppies in the door- 
yard. One of them lapped the milk 
and rice that Woods had emitted, and 
was seized with convulsions and died 
in a few minutes. This told the story 
and there was great alarm amongthem.

Samples of the sugar brought in and 
left with the Sheriff show plainly the 
crystals of arsenic in great profusion.

A Report of the Directers Made 
August ist. 

The Eureka Sentinel of Saturday 
says: The report of the directors of 
the Richmond Consolidated Mining 
Company (Limited) states that during 
the year under review, 1,346 tons of 
ore were raised from the Richmond 
mine,and 128 tons purchased, alto- 
gether 1,374 tons, containing by assay 
about 690 ounces of gold,20,854 ounces 
of silver and 150 tons of lead.

Steel Rails in City Streets.
